

Another bomb in Israel 


TEL AVIV, Aug. 20 (R) a small bomb exploded to- 

day near a toy shop in the central Israeli town of Afula, 
but caused neither casualties nor damage, police said. 
The blast occurred at midday in the town’s central 
square and 30 suspects have been rounded up. Police 
believe the bomb was planted by an Arab guerrilla orga- 
nisation. Today’s explosion was the third in two days 
believed to have been set ofr by Arab guerrillas. A local 
Arab was seriously injured on Sunday by a bomb in 
the vegetable market at Gaza. Later the same day there 
was another blast just outside the old walled city of 
Jerusalem. No one was hurt in this incident. 
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U.S. F-4 Phantom plane 
crashes off Dutch coast 

THE HAGUE. Aug. 29 (AFP). — A United States Air 
Force F-4 Phantom crashed into the sea off the coast 
of the Netherlands today, a Dutch Air Force spokesman 
reported. The fate of the two pilots was not toowntne 
spokesman said.

Palestinians could be 
represented by Arab 
League at Geneva 
talks, suggests Assad 
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NEW YORK. Aug. 29 (AFP). 
— Syrian President Hafez As- 
sad was quoted today as sug- 
gesting that the Palestinians 
could be represented at a re- 
convened Geneva peace confe- 
rence by the Arab League ra- 
ther than by the PLO. 

Speaking to the New York 
Times at his summer residence 
near Latakia the Syrian lead- 
er expressed the view that Is- 
rael was rejecting the PLO 
because it rejected the rights 
of Palestinians. 

Recognition of those rights, 
he said, was a key to a settle- 
ment in the area. •'Without a 
solution of that refugee prob- 
lem there will be no solution 
at all." 

He expressed support for the 
creation of a Palestinian state 
on the occupied West Bank, 
but remained vague on the fu- 
ture status of any such entity. 

"What is created on the We- 
st Bank depends on the will of 
the Palestinians themselves," 
he said. 

Terming the liberation of 
ail occupied Arab territories a 
'•non-negotiable" point in any 
settlement, Mr. Assad went on 
to denounce what he called 
Israeli intransigence in the 
area. 


"Israel's idea of peace is Ar- 
ab submission to the will of Is- 
rael. They established settle- 
ments in the West Bank. Ma- 
intain their military domina- 
tion in Gaza, in parts of Syria 
and Egypt -- and still call for 
a peace agreement,” he said. 

The president said he was 
ready to sign a peace agreem- 
ent ending the state of war 
with Israel. 

But Mr. Assad said he was 
opposed to normalising rela- 
tions with the Jewish state as 
long as it kept up what he ter- 
med its "aggressive character." 

In an interview with the New 
York Times, the Syrian head of 
state conceded that the signing 
of a peace treaty would cons- 
titute de facto recognition of 
Israel. 

“When I sign an agreem- 
ent ending belligerency, this 
means that there's another par- 
ty with whom we have signed 
- - and that Israel as an act 
exists. 

“But the desire to see a 
continuation of its existence 
-- this depends on developme- 
nts of the future . . . basically it 
depends on the elimination of 
the aggressive character of Is- 
rael, which has continued since 
its creation."

Begin winds up sharp

. VIENNA. Aug, 29 (R). — Is- 
raeli Premier Menachem Begin 
and Romanian President Nico- 
lai Ceausescu today held a 
second round of talks which 
have been marked by sharp 
differences over the Middle 
East, official sources said.

IsFaei shrugs 
oft Syrian 
statement 

JERUSALEM, Aug. 29 (R). — 
Israeli ofticiuls today shrugged 
off a Syrian call lor Arab sta- 
tes to go to war with Israel if 
present Middle East peace eff- 
orts fail. 

They were commenting on 
statements yesterday in a Beir- 
ut newspaper by Syrian Infor- 
mation Minister Ahmad Iskan- 
der who expressed pessimism 
about peace prospects because 
of Israel's refusal to withdraw 
trom occupied areas. 

One Israeli official said “Wh- 
_at matters to us is what is said 
negotiations. Then the posi- 
tions of the sides will be made 
known, *• 

The officials said there were 
conflicting statements on Lhe 
Arab position. While Mr. Isk- 
ander talked of war. Syrian 
President Hafez Assad spoke 
of peace, they said. 

Israeli newspapers suggested 
lhe latest Syrian statement was 
lhe beginning of a campaign 
of threats to heat up the atmo- 
sphere before Arab and Israeli 
foreign ministers arrive in New 
Yorit next month, for the U.N. 
general assembly session.

These differences have dom- 
inated Mr. Begin's five-day 
visit, his first to a communist 
east European country. He is 
due to return home tomorrow. 

The sources, contacted by 
telephone from Vienna, said 
the talks were extended bey- 
ond a planned two hours and 
spilled over into lunchtime. 

At a first session on Friday, 
the two leaders had “frank 
and candid" exchanges over 
Israel’s decision to set up fur- 
ther Jewish settlements on the 
West Bank. 

President Ceausescu, the on- 
ly Soviet bloc leader to keep 
diplomatic ties with Israel sin- 
ce the 1967 war, offered his 
good offices as intermediary 
between Israel and its Arab 
neighbours, the sources said. 

Mr. Begin accepted the offer 
but made it clear he could not 
accept Mr. Ceausescu as a me- 
diator because of his strong 
support for the Palestine Libe- 
ration Organisation and its de- 
mands for a separate Palestin- 
ian homeland. 

The sources said Mr. Begin 
was eager for the Romanians 
to convey his views to Mosc- 
ow and to Arab leaders. 

The sources said Mr. Ceau- 
sescu told the Israeli prime mi- 
nister during their first session 
that he would continue to pr- 
ess for PLO representation at 
a reconvened Geneva Middle 
East peace conference - -a po- 
sition resolutely rejected by 
Mr. Begin. 

Relations between Israel and 
Romania will continue to be 
close despite differences over 
the Middle East. Mr. Begin said 
in a broadcast from Bucharest 
today. 

Mr. Begin, broadcasting dire- 
ctly to Israel at the end of his 
official visit to Romania, was 
quoting from a joint communi- 
que signed by the two countr- 
ies. 

Mr. Begin said that Israel 
and Romania both stressed the 
need for a Middle East peace 
in their communique. 

He said the joint statement 
followed a five-hour meeting 
he had today with President 
Ceausescu -- their second ro- 
und of talks on the visit. 

Mr. Begin added that Roma- 
nian Prime Minister Manea Ma- 
nescu had accepted an invitation 
to visit Israel, although no da- 
te had been set for the trip. 

Mr. Begin, turned tourist Su- 
nday and visited a picturesque 
region in the country's Carpa- 
thian Mountains. 

Mr. Begin and the Israeli de- 
legation, accompanied by Ro- 
manian Foreign Minister Geor- 
ge Macovescu, also visited Br- 
asov. one of Romania's most 
important industrial centres 
some 160 km. north of the ca- 
pital. Bucharest. 


PRETORIA, Aug. 29 (RV — 
British Foreign Secretary Da- 
vid Owen and American envoy 
Andrew Young held almost 
four hours of talks on Rhodesia 
with South African Prime Mi- 
nister John Vorster today, then 
met him again for a second 
session. 

Informed sources said the 
first round did not resolve the 
issue threatening collapse for 
the Anglo-American Rhodesia 
peace mission - - who should 
control the breakaway colony’s 
armed forces during a transi- 
tion to black majority rule i 

Today was the first time Mr. 
Vorster and Mr. Young, the 
black U.S. ambassador to the 
United Nations, have met face- 
to-face. The atmosphere betw- 
een them at the start of the 
talks was believed to have been 
frosty. 

Neither British Foreign .Sec- 
retary David Owen nor Mr. 
Andrew Young. U.S. Ambassa- 
dor to the United Nations, wo- 
uld comment on the morning 
session, which ran almost an 
hour longer than expected. 

“We have nothing to say 
to the press at all except that 
we are going to meet again, 
a grim-faced Dr. Owen told 
reporters when he emerged 
from the talks in Mr. Vorster’s 
wing of the Union Building - - 
government offices. 

The talks are seen as cru- 
cial to the British- American in- 
itiative aimed at finding a for- 
mula for peaceful transition to 
black majority rule in Rhode- 
sia next year. 

The fact that Dr. Owen re- 
fused to comment and a second 
meeting was called indicated to 
some observers that this morn- 
ing's talks had not gone smo- 
othly. 

The still unannounced Ang- 
lo-American proposals foresee 
Rhodesian Premier Ian Smith 
resigning and much of his ar- 
my being disbanded under the 


auspices of a United Nations 
peacekeeping force during a 
British-run transition to inde- 
pendence. informed sources 
here said. 

Mr. Smith had talks with 
Mr. Vorster here on Saturday 
and later reports from Salisbu- 
ry said the Rhodesian leader 
had secured South African su- 
pport. Mr. Smith is seeking an 
internal settlement with so-ca- 
lled moderate blacks which 
runs counter to the British-Am- 
erican plan. 

Dr. Owen and Mr. Young 
Had been hoping to persuade 
Mr. Vorster to back the Wes- 
tern package by ending vital 
military and economic support 
for Rhodesia's white minority 
government, British sources 
said. 

The sources indicated that 
South Africa was deeply con- 
cerned that some elements of 
the existing Rhodesian army 
survived the transition to inde- 
pendence. 

But leaders of the black Af- 
rican "front-line" states and 
the Rhodesian nationalist gue- 
rrillas made clear at weekend 
talks in Lusaka with the Wes- 
tern envoys that they were in- 
sisting on the removal of Rhod- 
esian Prime Minister Ian Smith 
and the total disbanding of his 
army before independence. 

The sources said Mr. Vors- 
ter, unlike the “front-line" sta- 
tes -- Zambia, Tanzania, Mo- 
zambique, Angola and Botswa- 
na -- had indicated he wanted 
some units retained, apparently 
to boost the confidence of Rh- 
odesia's 270,000 whites about 
their future. 

Mr. Vorster put a series of 
terse questions to the negoti- 
ators today without giving a 
firm response to the settlement 
package. He suggested tonight's 
meeting, from which Dr. Owen 
and Mr. Young were not expec- 
ting conclusive results, the 
sources added, indicating that 


the two men had not been en- 
couraged by this morning’s me- 
eting. 

Rhodesia is in the grip of a 
widening bush war between the 
white-led government army and 
guerrillas seeking to oust Pre- 
mier Smith and establish black 
rule. 

The latest Anglo-American 
proposals foresee a ceasefire 
that would allow United Na- 
tions peace-keepers to move in, 
disband some elements of the 
Rhodesian army and bring to- 
gether commanders of the rival 
force* to forge “an army, of 
Zimbabwe," informed sources 
said. 

The international force wo- 
uld come under the command 
of a British resident commis- 
sioner supervising preparations 
for one-man, one-vote elections 
for an independent government 

Guerrilla leaders Joshua Nk- 
omo and Robert Mugabe, who 
lead the Patriotic Front allian- 
ce. are concerned that the set- 
tlement package might rob 
them of power after a long str- 
uggle and want their forces to 
supervise the transition to inde- 
pendence. 

Dr. Owen and Mr. Young 
are expected to see Tanzanian 
President Julius Nyerere on 
Tuesday in Dar es Salaam, re- 
liable sources said here today. 

No other details were given 
but it is believed that they 
will discuss the new Anglo- 
American proposals on Rhode- 
sia. 

The British and American 
envoys have already outlined 
proposals to the five frontline 
African heads of state, includ- 
ing President Nyerere at their 
summit in Lusaka, Zambia, on 
Saturday. 

The report caused some sur- 
prise as Dr. Owen and Mr. 
Young were expected to fly 
from Pretoria to Kenya be- 
fore going to Salisbury on 
Thursday for talks with Mr. 
Smith. 


Fateful week ahead for Rhodesians 


SALISBURY, Aug. 29 fR). — 
Rhodesia today entered one of 
the most decisive weeks in the 
history of the rebel British 
colony. 

An election on Wednesday 
for probably the country’s la- 
st white government will be 
followed by a visit 
by top British and American 
envoi's carrying plans for a 
complete handover to black 
majority rule. 

All signs point to Prime Mi- 
nister Ian Smith winning the 
election handsomely and gain- 
ing the mandate he asked to 
set up a multi-racial govern- 
ment, and negotiate on major- 
ity rule with the black nation- 
alist leaders still inside Rhod- 
esia. 

He has said he will reject 
Anglo-American proposals for 
a handover to black rule if 
they are brought to Salisbury 
on Thursday. 

Rhodesia’s military comm- 
and meanwhile reported a bu- 
ild-up by the Zambian army 
along the countries’ 650-km. 
bonier. It accused Zambia of 
launching 13 unprovoked atta- 
cks in 30 days and declared 
that more could be expected. 

Mr. Smith called the snap 
election on July 18. saying he 
held out little hope of success 


for the Anglo-American pro- 
posals for a peaceful transition 
to black rule by next year. 

He wanted a mandate to ne- 
gotiate with “moderate*’ bla- 
ck nationalists living in Rhod- 
esia on a settlement which wo- 
uld exclude the leaders of gue- 
rrilla forces fighting from Za- 
mbia and Mozambique for the 
downfall of the minority re- 
gime. 

He also sought a clear two- 
thirds majority in parliament 
for his Rhodesian Front Party 
(RFPj to change the constitu- 
tion and end much racial dis- 
crimination. 

Mr. Smith is opposed by the 
Rhodesian Action Party (RAP) 
made up of rebels from his 
party who want continued wh- 
ite supremacy and a ruthless 
prosecution of the guerrilla 
war. 

On the left is the National 
Unifying Force (NUF) which 
wants black majority rule bas- 
ed on one-man, one-vote for 
Rhodesia's six million blacks 
and 270.000 whites. It would 
accept the Anglo-American pl- 
an as a basis For bringing this 
about. 

According to the latest public 
opinion poll published here 
on Friday, the RFP commands 
57 .2 per cent of voter support, 
compared with 3.9 per cent for 
the RAP and 22 per cent for 
the NUF. 


If these percentages held ac- 
ross the country, Mr. Smith’s 
party would win all 50 white 
seats in the 66-seat House of 
Assembly. 

At present the RFP holds 
38 seats and the RAP 12. and 
16 are held by blacks. Eight 
blacks are elected by tribal 
colleges and eight are directly 
elected. ’The RFP need 44 se- 
ats for a two thirds majority. 

A clear indication of the 
likely result is expected by mi- 
dnight on polling day. 

If Mr. Smith wins, he will 
meet Dr. Owen and Mr. Yo- 
ung here on Thursday once 
more as the undisputed leader 
of white Rhodesians. 


BEIRUT, Aug. 29 (R). — The 
Ethiopian government, hard pr- 
essed on widely-separated bat- 
tle fronts, has begun receiving 
military aid from East Germa- 
ny. reliable African sources 
said here today. 

The sources said the Com- 
munist East Germans, acting 
at the behest of the Soviet 
Union, had sent experts, small 
arms and light anti-tank equip- 
ment to Ethiopia over the pa- 
st four weeks. 

Ethiopia’s 60,000-strong ar- 
my, backed by a hastily-raised 
people’s militia, is fighting se- 
paratist guerrillas in the stra- 
tegic Red Sea Province of Eri- 
trea in the North and Somali- 
backed insurgents in the Oga- 
den desert in the south. 

The sources said some East 
Germans were teaching mem- 
bers of the People's Militia 
house-to-house combat techni- 
ques. apparently in anticipation 
of urban fighting for the last 
three Eritrean cities under Eth- 
iopian control. 

There were also East Germ- 
an experts in battlefield com- 
munications. vehicle maintena- 
nce and internal surveillance. 
“There is a small squad of them 
busy bugging telephones all 
over Addis Ababa," one sour- 
ce said. 

The sources said there were 
still estimated to be less than 
100 East German advisers in 
Ethiopia but the number was 
rising steadily. The sources be- 
lieved the Russians - - embar- 
rassed by publicity giver fo 
their own airlift of arms to 
EthioDia -- had decided to let 
the East Germans act on their 
behalf.

Russia has cut 
back on arms 
supplies, claims 
Somali official 


KUWAIT, Aug. 29 (R). — A 
senior Somali official said in 
an interview published today 
that the Soviet Union had slo- 
wed down its arms deliveries 
to Somalia. 

The Soviet cutback began 
when fighting broke out bet- 
ween Somali-backed guerrillas 
and Ethiopian troops in the 
Ogaden desert region, Somali- 
a's National Security Chief- 
Brig. Ahmad Suleiman Abdul- 
lah told the newspaper AI Wa- 
tan. 

“But we were prepared for 
such a move," he added. 

The interview was published 
as Somali President Hamed Si- 
ad Barre was reported to be 
on his way to Moscow for tal- 
ks with Soviet leaders over the 
fighting in the Horn of Africa. 

Brig. Abdullah said Somalia's 
relations with Moscow had 
been affected by Soviet sup- 
port of Ethiopia "especially 
since this support has taken 
a military character." 

Brig. Abdullah criticised So- 
uth Yemen for "siding with the 
Ethiopian authorities who have 
always worked against Arab 
interest through committing ag- 
gression against Arab states 
(Somalia) and continuing to co- 
operate with Israel. 

The Somali leader, who yes- 
terday delivered a message 
from President Barre to the 
deputy Emir of Kuwait, Sheikh 
Jaber Al Ahmad Al Sabah, said 
he had asked Sheikh Jaber to 
intervene with the Libyan Ja- 
mahiriyah to see whether it 
would change its pro-Ethiopian 
policies. 


ans in Ethiopia was also rep- 
orted in Beirut by an Eritrean 
guerrilla leader who refused to 
be named. 

“The Germans are probably 
being groomed to play the role 
in Eritrea the Cubans played 
in Angola,” he said. 

Guerrilla leaders have priva- 
tely voiced suspicions that Mo- 
scow is secretly backing one 
of the three liberation moveme- 
nts, the Eritrean Popular Libe- 
ration Front (EPLF), and would 
like to see the other two sup- 
pressed. 

Last week, a spokesman for 
the Damascus-based Eritrean 
Liberation Front -- Revolution- 
ary Council (ELF-RC) said gue- 
rrillas had captured the strate- 
gically important town of Man- 
dafara on the main road link- 
ing Eritrea's capital, Asmara, 
and Addis Ababa. 

The fall of Manadafara left 
only Asmara and the Red Sea 
ports of Massawa and Assab 
under Ethiopian control but 
even there, according to relia- 


ble reports, the government’s 
grip is tenuous. 

Massawa has been encircled 
by an ELF-RC force and is be- 
ing pounded by mortars which 
the guerrillas captured from 
the Ethiopian army earlier this 
year. 

African diplomats in close 
touch with developments in Er- 
itrea reported that several offi- 
cers of the Ethiopian garrison 
in Massawa, including a capta- 
in in military intelligence, had 
defected to the besiegers last 
week. 

The guerrillas say they co- 
uld easily storm the three re- 
maining towns but are holding 
back with an all-out assault for 
fear of civil war between the 
three liberation movements. 

Although political union bet- 
ween the ELF-RC and the ELF- 
Popular Liberation Forces (ELF- 
PLF) appears close and the gr- 
oups are cooperating militarily, 
the third guerrilla movement 
objects to moves towards uni- 
fication. 


Friction likely at 
Somali president’s 
Moscow talks 


NAIROBI, Aug. 29 (R). — A 
confrontation between Somalia 
and the Soviet Union is likely 
during the current visit to Mo- 
scow by Somali President Mo- 
hammad Siad Barre. diplomatic 
observers said here today. 

The Somali News Agency 
SONNA reported today that 
President Siad Barre left for 
Moscow at the head of a pow- 
erful delegation last night. 

Somalia was for long Mos- 
cow’s strongest ally in Africa 
but the Soviet Union is now 
strongly backing Addis Ababa 
and has publicly attacked the 
Somali role in the five-week- 
war in southeast Ethiopia. 

Ethiopia has now lost con- 
trol of the Ogaden desert to 
Somali-backed guerrillas but 
Mogadishu denies Ethiopian al- 
legations that its regular army 
is involved in the fighting. 

The diplomatic observers he- 
re predicted that during Presi- 
dent Siad’s absence a lull wo- 
uld continue in the main bat- 
tlefield east of Addis Ababa, 
around the town of Dire Dawa, 
where Ethiopian forces drove 
back a frontal armoured assa- 
ult on Aug. 16 in the biggest 
battle of the war. 

Despite obvious strains in 
their relations Somalia and the 
Soviet Union signed a fishing 
and economic aid agreement 
two weeks ago. 

President Siad is expected to 
meet Soviet leaders, including 
President Leonid Brezhnev, dur- 
ing his visit. 

In early June, some three 
weeks before the Ogaden war 
broke out, the Somali Vice Pre- 
sident LL Gen. Mohammad Ali

Samatar, had talks with 
Brezhnev in Moscow. 

The observers said Gen. Sa- 
matar encountered powerful 
Soviet resistance to Somali ar- 
guments against continued Eth- 
iopian control of the Ogaden 
and returned to Mogadishu 
"somewhat chastened”. 

They predicted that the So- 
viet commitment to Ethiopia 
would continue after President 
Siad’s visit. 

Suburbanites 
clash with 
police, in Iran 

TEHRAN, Aug. 29 (AFP). — 
Angry suburbanites ransacked 
a local town hall and burned 
several vehicles today to pro- 
test against the demolition of 
homes they had been building 
on the southern outskirts of 
the Iranian capital. 

The protesters clashed with 
police. Several were injured 
and others were arrested du- 
ring a brief melee, reports 
said. 

The violence erupted when 
bulldozers appeared to knock 
down their houses. 

A similar incident occurred 
a few days ago in the south- 
ern suburbs of Tehran as the 
result of misunderstanding ov- 
er zones were building is per- 
mitted in the area and becau- 
se of the hight price of building 
plots inside Tehran’s city lim- 
its.

The Anglo-American plan for a settlement in 
Rhodesia, currently being presented to the South 
African Prime Minister John Vorster in Pretoria, is 
almost certain to be rejected by Mr. Ian Smith if 
details of the plan that have leaked to the press are 
correct. Unfortunately for Mr. Smith, such a refusal 
may be suicidal. 

There are strong indications that the Rhodesian 
premier knows he will have to bow down to the prin- 
ciple of one-man. one-vote. He is too seasoned a 
politician to subscribe to the naive view that he can 
get away with a bunch of Uncle Toms posing as the 
representatives of the country’s blacks in parliament 
and government. 

Mr. Smith’s idea of bowing out gracefully will 
probably be to hand over parliament to the blacks 
but keep a firm grasp on the reins of power, i.e.. to 
maintain white control over the economy and security 
forces. 

This is why Mr. Smith will reject out of hand 
any suggestion of dismantling Rhodesia’s white do- 
minated armed forces and police in favour of a neu- 
tral or mixed peace-keeping force under international 
supervision. 

Informed opinion has it that Mr. Smith and his 
followers will go along with one-man, one-vote if 
they can secure a list of checks and balances against 
a biack dominated parliament, including insurance for 
white property rights and investments against natio- 
nalisation. the maintenance of an independent civil 
service and judiciary and keeping the armed forces 
and police in "responsible" meaning white hands. In 
addirion. Mr. Smith will want special or extra repre- 
sentation for whites in parliament. 

The Rhodesian premier’s idea of checks and ba- 
lances in fact amounts to perpetuating white domin- 
ation of the economy and security forces. This will 
certainly be unacceptable to the Africans. 

Mr. Smith has himself admitted that Rhodesia’s 
whites are in for "a very rough time ahead" with the 
escalation of black guerrilla warfare, that costly ex- 
pression of black nationalism. Over the past five 
years, according to the Salisbury government’s sta- 
tistics. 3191 guerrillas have been killed, but so have 
1850 white civilians and 375 whites from the security 
forces. Considering that the ratio of blacks to whites 
is 24 to 1. the above statistics look grim indeed. 

Mr. Smith may think he can pull the wool over 
the eyes of the blacks by offering them a parliamen- 
tary majority instead of majority rule, while setting 
up the white community as a state within the state. 
This will not work. Rhodesia’s whites may be afraid 
of black rule, but they are precariously perched on 
an island that is about to be swept under by a black 
tidal wave. They must acquire the courage to swim 
to safety - - even if it means jumping into a black 
ocean. Reasonable guarantees can and must be given 
to the whites, but it won’t do to say - - if it ever 
comes to that - - give parliament to the blacks, but 
let the whites keep the banks and the army. 

The Rhodesian premier cannot lead his fellow 
whites where they do not want to go, however, if Mr. 
Smith does not accept the latest Anglo-American ini- 
tiative when the British Foreign Secretary, Dr. David 
Owen, and the United States’ U.N. representative, Mr. 
Andrew Young, call on him later this week - - and 
there are strong indications that he won’t - - he and 
Rhodesia's minority whites may have to accept a 
much worse deal later. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RA’I. on Monday, said 
ihe Arabs have no option but 
to confront Israeli preparations 
for a hostile act and to seek to 
mobilise all the potential that 
they possess. Because, despite 
the gratitude that the Arabs 
may feel for U.S. President Ca- 
rter’s statements of protest ag- 
ainst Israeli actions, Israel is 
not willing to stop its intran- 
sigent policy and it is determi- 
ned to stop the drive for peace 
lo allow It to maintain its hold 
on the occupied territories. 

AL SHA'B said that the lat- 
est Israeli decision to establish 
yet another Jewish settlement, 
this time near Jenin, on the 
occupied West Bank can on- 
ly be seen as an "insolent ch- 
allenge" to world public opin- 
ion. to United Nations’ resolu- 
tions and to the American pe- 
ace initiative. Premier IVTena- 
chem Begin’s explanation that 
this is only an implementation 
of a decision taken by the for- 
mer Labour government is just 
another example of the policy 


of deception which Israel is ex- 
pert at. For it was Mr. Begin’s 
government which insisted that 
Israel has every right to estab- 
lish settlements on "Israeli la- 
nds as promised in the Torah.” 
which is a logic of such dang- 
erous consequence that if allo- 
wed to pass, by the world co- 
mmunity, Israel might come up 
with another fad from the To- 
rah - - maybe the Torah’s pro- 
mise that the Jews are "entit- 
led to all the land between the 
Euphrates and the Nile!’ 1 After 
all. the Torah did indicate that 
the Jews are God's "chosen pe- 
ople" and that all other people 
are but ‘‘human pigs created 
for to serve the Israelites.” 
If Mr. Begin is allowed to car- 
ry out a policy based on the 
Torah’s mythology, against all 
what humanity has been able 
to do in banishing such barbar- 
ous complexes from its culture, 
then the world will end up ac- 
cepting the prostitution of the 
Bible in favour of the superio- 
rity of the Hebraic tribe.

For the first time ever, Jor- 
dan will participate in the 
World Water Ski Champion- 
ship to be held in Milan on 
Sept. 1. 

A total of 38 countries from 
the Americas, Europe and the 
Far East will compete. 

Jordan will be represented 
by 18-year-old Habib Kbouri, 
who will enter three events : 
Slalom, his favourite, tricks 
and jumping. 

Habib, however, injured him- 
self 10 days ago while train- 
ing in Aqaba, so he may be 
handicapped in jumping. 

Jordan expects to rank 
among the first 12 countries; 
but if the Asian countries are 
considered alone. Jordan would 
come out third ; and eighth am- 
ong European countries, know- 
ledgeable sources stated. 

Habib won the junior cham- 
pionship in water skiing at an 
international competition in 
Aqaba in 1973. He is also a ju- 
nior champion in snow skiing. 

Habib will compete in the 
men's championship in Milan 
for the first time. 

He was trained by his Leba- 
nese father, Simon Khouri, 
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who won 12 international 
competitions between 1951 and 
1963. 

This is the first time since 
1963 that the Middle East, th- 
rough Jordan, has participated 
in international water skiing 
competitions.

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Rhodesian elections - what after

SALISBURY (R). — Despite 
hours of campaign speeches, 
columns of news reports and 
mountains of political pamp- 
hlets, one major unanswered 
question hangs over Rhode- 
ia’s election on Aug. 31: What 
happens afterwards? 

The election amongst the co- 
untry's mainly white voters is 
only another step along the 
tortuous road to an accom- 
modation between whites and 
the majority of blacks, albeit 
an important one. 

Those who had hoped that 
some light would be cast on 
the way ahead by the heat of 
election debate have been dis- 
appointed. And the emergence 
of the Rhodesian Front Party 
of Premier Ian Smith also the 
likely clear winner at the polls 
has not helped. 

Mr. Smith has said nothing 
to contradict previous state- 
ments that he is committed to 
majority rule, but some promi- 
nent cabinet ministers have be- 
en making different noises. 

And outside the election 
area a significant power shift 
has developed within the ranks 
of black nationalists poised to 
take over from the white min- 
ority. 

"The settlement scene" com- 
plained the Rhodesia Herald 
Newspaper in an editorial 
"Gets curiouser and curiouser 
.. and those feeling somewhat 
befuddled may well be forgiv- 
en. 

"Wouldn't it be nice if some- 
one told us just what we are 
voting for?" 

Mr. Smith called the election 
on July 18 for two declared re- 
asons. He wanted a mandate 
from the whites to negotiate a 
settlement on majority rule 
and sought a clear majority in 
parliament for his Rhodesian 
Front (R.F.). A two-thirds mar- 
gin is required to pass impor- 
tant changes to the constitu- 
tion - such as changes to the 
white power structure. 

The R-F. had lost its margin 
with the defection of 12 mem- 
bers of parliament who object- 
ed to legislation ending much 
racial discrimination. The 12 
formed the Rhodesian Action 
Party (RAP) which has been 
fighting the election basically 
on a platform of continued 
white supremacy. 

When nominations for the 
election closed on Aug. 3 the 
R.F. was challenged by the 


RAP in 4 of the 50 white se- 
ats in the House of Assembly 
and the National Undying For- 
ce (NUF), which favours out- 
right black majority rule bas- 
ed on one-man, one- vote, was 
enlisting. 

A RAP victory would mean 
heavier prosecution of the five- 
year-old war against guerrillas 
seeking to impose black rule 
and inevitably the complete co- 
llapse of internationally-spon- 
sored negotiations aimed at a 
peaceful emergence of a legal- 
ly- independent, black-ruled Zi- 
mbabwe (Rhodesia"). 

An NUF win would mean 
that Anglo-American propos- 
als for a black government el- 
ected through one-man, one- 
vote and for an accommodation 
with the whites and the guer- 
rilla forces, could go ahead vir- 
tually unhindered.

But according to the latest 
opinion poll published here, the 
R.F. is cantering to overwhel- 
ming victory with 57.2 per cent 
of voter support, compared 
with 3.9 for the RAP and 22 
for the NUF. Mr. Smith’s men, 
on this basis, would carry all 
50 white seats in the 66-seat 
house of assembly. 

Mr. Smith has already re- 
jected some reported aspects 
of the latest Anglo-American 
initiative and is known to fa- 
vour a settlement with “mode- 
rate" nationalists inside the 
country that would exclude the 
Patriotic Front of Mr. Joshua 
Nkomo and Mr. Robert Mug- 
abe. 

The Front is the political spe- 
arhead of the guerrilla forces 
and enjoys the backing of the 
Organisation of African Unity 


(OAU), as well as support from 
the British and Americans. 

British Foreign Secretary 
David Owen is due in Salisbury 
on Sept. 1 with the latest An- 
glo-American proposals. They 
are reported to call for Mr. 
Smithes resignation in favour of 
a British-appointed adminis- 
trator general, the disbanding 
of the security forces, the dis- 
arming of the guerrillas, the 
formation of a peacekeeping 
force and for elections based 
on universal franchise. 

Mr. Smith has said he would 
reject the proposals if they 
included his own resignation 
and the dismantling of the se- 
curity forces. 

Foreign Minister P. K. van 
der Byl declared recently the 
government knew "beyond any 
shadow of a doubt that their 
(the British and Americans) in- 
tention is to impose an Intole- 
rable settlement on us with the 
backing of the front-line presi- 
dents and the Patriotic Front" 
Defence Minister Mark Part- 
ridge said on television that 
anv suggestion that the Rho- 
desian security forces would 
be disbanded was totally un- 
acceptable. 

So if, as seems likely, the 
Anglo-American effort collaps- 
es, the government is left with 
its plan for a so-called internal 
settlement. According to reli- 
able government sources it has 
been proceeding with talks with 
black nationalists living here 
on the assumption the Anglo- 
American initiative is already 
dead- 

The sources said the govern- 
ment believes it has made pro- 
mising progress. One minister 
said privately that Mr. Smith 
would not have announced his 
plan to set up a broad-based, 
multi-racial government after 
the election with the aim of 
drawing up a new constitution 
if he had not been assured of 
some cooperation from promi- 
nent blacks. 

The men in the governme- 
nt’s mind are the Rev. Ndaba- 
ninhi Sithole and Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa, who are generally 
believed to command widesp- 
read support amongst Rhodes- 
ia's six million blacks. 

Manpower Minister Rowan 
Cronje told Reuters he believ- 
ed an internal settlement co- 
uld be reached within six mon- 
ths which would have the de- 
monstrable support of the ma- 
jority of Rhodesians and which 
would win the approval of So- 


uth Africa and certain unspe- 
cified Third World countries. 

But observers think it is dif- 
ficult to see any self-respect- 
ing nationalist joining a multi- 
racial government on the terms 
outlined by ministers during 
the election campaign. 

Mr. van der Byl said no Afri- 
can cabinet minister could be 
a member of parliament, or 
vote in parliament. If he upset 
his white colleagues he could 
be dismissed instantly, be de- 
clared. 

"If this is, in fact "all the go- 
vernment plans to offer it mi- 
ght just as well forget the wh- 
ole exercise,” remarked the 
Rhodesian Herald. 

Minister of Local Govern- 
ment Bill Irvine told an elec- 
tion meeting that for health 
and educational reasons Afri- 
cans cannot be allowed to live 
wherever they wish in Rhode- 
sia. He said he favoured the 
retention of “quite a lot of ra- 
cial discrimination.” - 
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past four weeks by the defec- 
tion of six top members of 
his executive. 

They complained of indecis-

Optimism in lower rents 
calls for pessimism 


We have been reading in dally newspapers 
some sweeping promises about the soon-to- 
come decline in bousing rents and prices. It 
Is said that there are 3.500 vacant apartments 
in Jordan waiting for tenants. 

I categorically disagree. The people who 
make those promises rest their argument on 
two main tenets. 

First, the owners of empty apartments 
will have to let them at lower rents in order 
to meet their debt obligations. It is assumed 
that those owners had borrowed the money to 
build them. 

Second, the methods of construction are 
changing toward mass-production labour-sav- 
ing techniques. Such techniques would cause 
a drop in cost and consequently a commensu- 
rate drop in rents. 

As for the first argument there seems to 
be a confusion between one type of housing 
and another. Houses in Jordan are not a homo- 
geneous product, nor are they anywhere. If 
we categorise, we could say there are poor 
houses, middle income houses and rich houses. 

Most of the vacant apartments were built 
for the rich, by the rich. In most cases, financ- 
ing came from Jordanians working abroad or 
from banks giving long-term easy credit. The 
rents of those houses could drop a little on 
average, but there will not be a single rental 
rate. 

In addition some of those apartments are 
already sold to owners here and abroad who 
would like to use them personally. Not all va- 
cant apartments are offered for rent. 

As far as middle-income and poor housing 
are concerned, these are still in demand. Act- 
ually the potential demand is much greater 
than actual demand. There are many people 
who are willing to rent a house should these 
rents show a sign of retreat or even stabilisa- 
tion. 


Governmental and housing sche mes a re go- 
ing to help a little, unless the government ta- 
kes upon itself an over-all housing scheme. But 
this is not likely. 

As for cost, I do not think that capital-in- 
tensive techniques will cause a noticeable 
drop In rents. The price of land, cost of labo ur, 
cost of materials, water shortage, inconvenie- 
nce cost will make-up the difference. 

An investor in housing measures the rate 
of return. If it is less than ten per cent in hou- 
sing, he will not go into the trouble. 

Add to it government taxation which is 
quite high. Dwellings are subject to property 
and income taxes which are not likely to dec- 
line. 

Therefore, cost considerations are not sup- 
portive of the prediction that rents are going 
down. Unless of course we talk of very low 
quality housing. 

The optimists in low income housing sche- 
mes must take into account that landlords are 
not going to let their houses cheap particular- 
ly under the current rental laws, according to 
which a tenant is the owner for all practical 
purposes. Moreover, rents are fixed at their 
initial contracted value. 

If I owned a house, I would not let it che- 
ap knowing that in two years rents will go up. 
The cost of keeping an apartment vacant for 
two years is much less than the cost of renting 
it cheap right now. 

It may be ironical to say that .amending 
the rental law in order to allow raises on rents 
every, say, five years will be a reason for dro- 
pping rental prices. But it is true. 

As for the empty 3,500 apartments, those 
will be filled in two years. There are signs 
that housing construction Is slackening. It may 
be that rents will undergo an upswing in two 
years.

It has kept its unemploy- 
ment irate low - • about 1.5 per 
cent -- but economists say 
that in the past five years Sw- 
edish labour costs have risen 
three times as fast as in West 
Germany. 

Mr. Faelldin told a press 
conference that Swedish com- 
panies had been hit by finan- 
cial crises and bankruptcies in 
die past year on a scale which 
had not been known since the 
1930s. 

The devaluation came in the 
wake of Sweden’s weekend de- 
cision to withdraw from the 
so-called "snake,” the joint fl- 
oat of West European curren- 
cies, after losing foreign re- 
serves to defend the exchange 
rate of the kroner. 

Sweden’s defection from the 
snake forced Norway and Den- 
mark to devalue their curren- 
cies by five per cent, but both 
these countries decided to re- 
main in the joint European 
float 

Mr. Faelldin said he hoped 
the devaluation would allow 


Swedish companies to increase 
their exports by between eight 
and nine per cent next year. 

In Brussels, Finance Minister 
Gaston Gee ns said the latest 
developments may help Belgi- 
um’s fight against inflation by 
cheapening its imports of pa- 
per pulp and iron ore from the 
three Scandinavian countries. 

Mr. Faelldin said the govern- 
ment expected share dividends 
not to rise during 1978 and 
1979, and large investments 
would be needed to help Swe- 
den’s ailing steel, textile and 
shipbuilding industries. 

Sweden is the fifth country 
to leave the European fk*at 
since it was set ud in 1972. 
Britain. Ireland, Italy and Fr- 
ance were forced out earlier 
by difficulties with their own 
currencies. 

Six north-west European 
countries are left in the snake. 
Thev are West Germany. Hol- 
land. Belgium, Luxembourg, 
Norway and Denmark. 

West Germanv is the hie 
brother in the float It has the 
strongest currency, and does 25 


per cent of its trade with the 
other five countries. 

lu Brussels, monetary sour- 
ces expected strenuous efforts 
to keep the float intact fol- 
lowing the exit of is most 
vulnerable member. 

The snake was set up to 
create a zone of monetary st- 
ability in a world of floating 
exchange rates, and its curren- 
cies are only allowed to move 
within narrow limits - - up to 
two and a half per cent --in 
relation to each other. 

The Belgian finance minist- 
er said the Scandinavian deci- 
-:nn 5 hardly affected his coun- 
try’s economy. 

In The Hague, a Dutch fo- 
reign ministry spokesman reg- 
retted Sweden’s decision to le- 
ave the float but welcomed 
the determination of Norway 
and Denmark to remain. There 
must have been a great tem- 
ptation to quit because of their 
close trade links with Sweden, 
he said. 

In Oslo, Norwegian Finance 
Minister Per Keppe said Swe- 
den’s coalition government of 
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prices 

Centrists, Liberals and Conser- 
vatives had entered on a dan- 
gerous course. 

Norway’s Labour government 
considered devaluation an un- 
suitable instrument for solving 
economic problems. But had 
been forced to devalue by five 
per cent because Sweden took 
20 per cent of Norway’s ex- 
ports, he said. 

to Copenhagen, Denmark’s 
Central Bank Director Erik 
Hoffmeyer tofd reporters that 
Denmark would not have de- 
valued if Sweden had not left 
the European float. 

"The Swedish move was ext- 
remely unfortunate and combi- 
ned with the Norwegian deci- 
sion to devalue the Norwegian 
crown by five per cent. Den- 
mark was obliged to fallow 
suit,” he said. 


NAIROBI, Aug. 29 (Agencies). 
— U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
today pledged maximum U.S. 
support for moves to combat 
the world's expanding desert 
lands. 

A message from President 
Carter read to the U.N. Confe- 
rence on Desertification which 
opened here today said : "The 
United States will do its utm- 
ost to support a long-term ef- 
fective world effort to protect 
the earth’s natural resources.” 

The United States was prepa- 
red to cooperate International- 
ly to develop “efficient land 
and resources management po- 
licies and programmes.” he 
said. 

A total of 1,500 delegates re- 
presenting about 100 countries 
are attending the conference 
which will attempt to formul- 
ate a plan of action to curb 
the world's encroaching dese- 
rts. 


Saudi Arabia, UAE meet in preparation 
for Caracas OPEC oil price conference 


ABU DHABI, Aug. 29 (R). — 
The United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) and Saudi Arabia are to 
have consultations tomorrow 
on a possible joint attitude at 
the OPEC oil price-fixing conf- 
erence due to be held in Cara- 
cas at the end of the year, the 
official Emirates News Agen- 
cy (WAM) reported. 

It said UAE Oil Minister Ma- 
ne* Al Oteiba would fly to 
Saudi Arabia tomorrow carry- 
ing a message from UAE Pres- 
ident Sheikh Zayed Ibn Sul- 
tan Al Nhaiyan to King Khalid. 

He wifi also have talks with 
Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Taman*, 
the Saudi oil minister, “to co- 
ordinate the two countries’ po- 
licies In oil-related spheres ; n 
preparation for the OPEC me- 
eting due to be held in Cara- 


cas next December,** it added. 

Dr. Oteiba was also due to 
attend a meeting in Taef, the 
Saudi summer capital, on We- 
dnesday of a legal committee 
of the Organisation of Arab 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OAPEC). 

OPEC, the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries, 
was due to decide in Caracas 
whether or not to increase oil 
prices in the new year after 
this year's 10 per cent rise. 

The UAE was Saudi Arabia's 
only ally within the 13-nation 
OPEC when it decided last De- 
cember to go against a majori- 
ty decision to increase prices 
by 15 per cent this year. The 
10 per cent compromise was 
readied on the eve of an OP- 
EC conference near Stockholm 
six weeks ago. 


Phoney Bank of Tokyo travellers 
cheques turn up iu 17 countries 


TOKYO. Aug. 29 (R). — 
Forged Bank of Tokyo travel- 
lers cheques totalling nearly 50 
Trillion yen (£108,000) have 
been found in 17 Countries over 
the past three weeks, police 
said here today. 

They disclosed that Spain 
and Iran had been added to 
the list of countries where the 
forged cheques, in denomina- 
tions of 20.000 and 50,000 yen 
(£43 and £108) had surfaced. 


Police said they believed an 
international crime syndicate 
was involved, and added that 
Interpol -- the international 
police organisation -- was In- 
vestigating. 

Forged cheques have also 
been found in the United Sta- 
tes, Canada, Italy, France, Hol- 
land, West Germany, Sweden, 
Austria, Singapore, India, Swit- 
zerland, Monaco, Malaysia, Th- 
ailand and Finland.

"The massive power and 
Ingenuity of industrialisation 
and technology have given us 
tiie basic tools if only we will 
use them cooperatively and im- 
aginatively”. he said.

The paper said the arsenal contained Soviet-made weapons 
including grenades, rocket launchers and several booby-trap 
devices. 

Puttee also seized vehicles, money and a host of documents 
which they said revealed the border points where guerrillas 
crossed in and out of South Africa. 

The documents also revealed the identities of “terrorists” 
from South Africa currently undergoing training abroad. Brig. 
Coetzee told the paper.

APR reported today. 

The six were arrested by 
police after the murder of a 
prominent worker of Mr. Bhu- 
tto’s Pakistan People's Party 
(PPP) in Sanghar. They were 
driven out of town and shot, 
the agency said, quoting police 
sources.

China postumously rehabilitates 
victim of “gang of four” torture 


PEKING, Aug. 29 (R). — Chi- 
na today honoured former Edu- 
cation Minister Chou Jung- 
hsin who died at the hands of 
radical extremists during last 
year’s power struggle. 

Reporting Mr. Chou's death 
for the first time, the People's 
Daily newspaper announced 
he had been posthumously re- 
habilitated and paid tribute to 
his resolute struggle against 
ultra-leftist critics. 

Mr. Chou, 59, was the first 
Important target of a radical- 
inspired campaign against alle- 
ged rightists. Kept prisoner by 
the leftists, he was put before 
a daily series of “struggle ses- 
sions’’. 

Arms tied tightly behind his 
back and head bent forward, 
the minister was subjected to 
hours of abuse and insults by 
students. 

He suffered a brain haem- 
orrhage during one session and 
died in hospital on April 13, 
sources here said. 

Mr. Chu has not been seen 
since the “gang of four” radi- 


cals, led by Chairman Mao's 
widow, were toppled last year. 

Today's news item said Mr. 
Chou had been mercilessly per- 
secuted to death by followers 
of the “gang of four” and it 
vowed to settle score for their 
grave crime. 

A black-bordered photograph 
of Mr. Chou was published in 
all the Pricing papers and an 
accompanying story recounted 
his career back to the days of 
the 1930s revolution. 

Mr. Chou was regarded as 
a political moderate and was 
first purged during the 1960s 
Cultural Revolution. 

After being rehabilitated he 
became education minister in 
January 1975, and set about 
improving academic standards. 
According to wall posters he 
complained that if things got 
much worse the universities 
would be turning out illitera- 
tes. 

Leftists said his remarks 
were an attack on the Maoist 
line in education and that Mr. 
Chou was putting scholastic 
achievements before ideology.

BONN, Aug. 29 (R). — Herr 
Egon Bahr manager of the ru- 
ling Social Democratic Party 
(SPD). said in an interview that 
Neo-Nazis were no threat in 
West Germany and that many 
foreign governments envy this 
country’s political stability. 

In the interview with the 
U.S. magazine Newsweek, the 
text of which was released by 
the SPD, Herr Bahr said that 
since World War II, West Ger- 
man voters had decisively re- 
jected all rightwing parties. 


“There are Neo-Nazis in the 
Federal Republic of Germany, 
but they are neither numerous 
nor do they constitute a thre- 
at.” he declared. 

At the last West German ge- 
neral elections in October, ri- 
ghtwing extremists got only H3 
per cent of the poll. 

Herr Bahr. a former cabinet 
minister, added : “One can say 
without any exaggeration that 
many other countries envy our 
political stability and the rela- 
tive lack of appeal of extre- 
mists.”

The new Soviet citizen 

MOSCOW, Aug. 29 (AFP). — The new Soviet man shows such 
“great qualities" of self-sacrifice, regard for the interests of oth- 
ers. civic responsibility and concern for workers abroad that "bo- 
urgeois propaganda" has had to slander him in order “to blacken 
the Soviet way of life and denigrate socialism." Pravda claimed 
today. The Soviet Communist Party daily, rejecting the Western 
campaign for human rights in the Soviet Union, said that the 
West’s attacks were due to "the immense Interest shown by the 
whole world for the great qualities of the Soviet citizen," who 
is building "a new world". The Soviet Union has created “a 
new type of citizen with several striking qualities, the main one 
of which is his altruism. He works in a spirit of self-sacrifice for 
the good of all... he is very active in politics, conscious of his ci- 
vic responsibilities, inflexible in the struggle against his enemies, 
full of solicitude for workers in other countries and always ready 
to come to the aid of his class brothers," said Pravda in an edito- 
rial quoted by Tass. These are the reasons the Soviet Union and 
socialism were now under attack from “bourgeois propaganda”, 
said Pravda. 


WEST BERLIN, Aug. 29 (Ag- 
encies) — East Germany has 
freed five dissidents from pre- 
trial detention and allowed 
them to emigrate to the West, 
a human rights organisation 
said here on Saturday. 

A spokesman for the Berlin 
branch of the Human Rights 
Society said one of them had 
been in custody for 11 mon- 
ths, three for nine months and 
the fifth for five months. 

The five were Herr Gerulf 
Pannach and Herr Christian 
Kunert, both ballad singers and 
composers, author Juergen Fu- 
chs, Germanics prof. Hellmuth 
Nitsche and Dr. Karl-Heinz Ni- 
tschke, a medical doctor. 

Tne singers and Herr Fuchs 
were detained nine months ago 
for protesting against the ac- 
tion of the East German auth- 
orities in depriving singer Wolf 
Biermann of his citizenship last 
November, while he was on a 
concert tour of West Germany. 

Last April the East Germany 
allowed distinguished writer 
Rainer Kunze to settle in West 
Germany. Two months later 


the same treatment was exten- 
ded to the singer and come- 
dian Manfred Krug. In July it 
was the turn of composer Tilo 
Medek and poet Sarah Kirsch. 

Prof. Nitsche was first depr- 
ived of his job, as has his wife. 
They were arrested after the 
52-year-old professor wrote to 
American president Jimmy Ca- 
rter to draw attention to the 
non-observance of human rights 
in East Germany. 

Dr. Nitschke. 4*. a specialist in 
internal merfidne, thoroughly 
irritated the authorities by ap- 
plying for exit visas 13 times 
and then drawing up a human 
rights petition, which resulted 
in his arrest 

Herr Fuchs, whose writings 
included some pages highly 
critical of the armed forces, 
was kicked out of his univer- 
sity post and the party, and 
was finally arrested after the 
banishing of the dissident sing- 
er Biermann. 


Herr Kunert and Herr Pann- 
ach had not yet had their son- 
gs published, but as members 
of a pop orchestra they 
built up a following, particula- 
rly among the youth, with the- 
ir diatribes against arbitrary 
rule by “fat slobs” in the state 
and party hierarchies. 

The releases could win po- 
ints for the East German. re- 
gime with world public opin- 
ion. But they also suggest 
that sufficient pressure has 
been building up to lead the 
authorities to take what must 
be considered a risk. 

More than 100,000 requests 
to leave the country are known 
to be on file in east Germany. 
If all those petitioners were to 
draw the conclusion that con- 
testation is the best bet for an 
out-bound ticket, they might 
be Jess docile abou filing their 
requests at their local town 
hall and waiting for a proba- 
ble rejection.

PEKING, Aug. 29 (R). — 
President Josip Broz Tito of 
Yugoslavia arrives here tomor- 
row on a visit of symbolic im- 
portance which underlines his 
remarkable international stat- 
us. 

Once attacked by Peking as 
a traitor to communism, the 
85-year-old statesman is now 
held in high esteem as a strong 
leader with the nerve to stand 
up to Moscow. 

China clearly regards the pr- 
esident as the most important 
Marxist leader to travel here 
since North Korea’s President 
Kim n Sung, two-and-a-half 
years ago. 


President Tito’s first visit to 
China comes during a tour wh- 
ich has already taken him to 
Moscow and North Korea and 
this is seen as a balancing act 
which proves Belgrade’s inde- 
pendence from the two interna- 
tional communist giants. 

North Korea, like Yugoslav- 
ia, carefully avoids siding with 
either Peking or Moscow. 

Analysists here regard the 
tour ns an added effort by the 
president to stabilise Yugosla- 
via’s relations with the commu- 
nist world for the uncertain pe- 
riod that lies ahead. 

He is expected to seek Chin- 
ese understanding for Belgra- 
de's non-aligned line. But it 
seems unlikely there will be 
any bridging of the ideological 
differences between the two co- 


untries. 

The visit caps a steady im- 
provement in state- to-state re- 
lations over the past seven ye- 
ars. The talks here will cover 
major international issues with 
President Tito expected to ex- 
plain Belgarde’s position as a 
leader of the non-aligned move- 
ment 

In the 1950s, Yugoslavia 
was denounced by China as the 
first of the revisionists. For 
long periods relations were so 
bad Belgrade did not have an 
ambassador here. 

But the Sino-Soviet split and 
Peking’s emergence on to the 
world scene changed everyth- 
ing. Yugoslavia is now wooed 
avidly and, privately, senior of- 
ficials have expressed regret 
for the virulent anti-Belgrade 


campaign of the 1960s. 

The talks here are also ex- 
pected to touch on the recent 
deterioration in once-cJose Si- 
no-Albanian relations. Albania 
has attacked the Maoist con- 
cepts that are the cornerstone 
of Peking foreign policy. 

Yugoslavia’s relations with 
its tiny Stalinist neighbour 
have sometimes been uneasy 
and diplomats here reject TjVe£ 
tem speculation President Tito 
will txy to play mediator’s ro- 
le. 

Observers are watching to 
see whether Peking cools its 
usual anti-Soviet tirade to save 
embarrassing the president Ov- 
er the past year there have 
been numerous Soviet walkouts 
from state banquets here hi 
protest at Chinese speeches. 


There’s a jinx it seems on U.S. Moscow Embassy

MOSCOW, Aug. 29 (R). — 
The jinx on America's Embas- 
sy in Moscow just refuses to 
go away. 

Radiation scares and bomb 
threats and rumours of cyanide 
in the water, and then Satur- 
day’s devastating fire -- mis- 
haps and mysteries have follo- 
wed one another in recent 
months with an uncanny regu- 
larity at the stylish, 1950s-built 
mission. 

In February last year it was 
widely reported that embassy 
staff had been warned about 
potentially harmful radiation 
beams in the building. 

Officials refused to comment 
but diplomatic rumour had it 
that radiation came from bug- 
ging equipment, or else that it 
was due to radio waves used 
to activate and recharge eav- 
esdropping devices. 

The radiation scare resurfac- 
ed this year with reports that 
some embassy staff had abnor- 
malities in their blood count 

Tests showed that one-third 
of the staff sampled had an un- 
usually high count of lympho- 
cytes, a type of white corpus-- 
cle. 


The embassy denied there 
was any connection with mic- 
rowave radiation and American 
doctors flown here found no 
definite evidence that the ab- 
normalities were caused by ra- 
diation. 

Some children, however, we- 
re sent back to the United Sta- 
tes. 

Also in February a small fire 
in the doctor's surgery on the 
ground floor caused extensive 
damage. 

Last year a spate of telepho- 
ne threats and bomb hoaxes 
led to a charge by the United 
States that there was an offi- 
cially-inspired campaign agai- 
nsr the mission. 

On one occasion embassy staff 
received 50 threatening calls 
in the space of two-and-a-half 
days and also evacuated the 
building in response to threats 
that bombs were planted in the 
mission. 

The Americans felt it was 
harassment in retaliation for 
Jewish attacks on Soviet offi- 
cials in New York. 

On another occasion tests of 
the embassv water supply ap- 
peared to show dangerous tra- 
ces of mercury and cyanide 

The tests were soon proved 
false - - the test tubes and bot- 
tles used for the samples were 
contaminated, not the water. 


It seems that after the over- 
night fire the top four floors of 
the embassy housing the most 
important and ensitive offices, 
will need extensive rebuilding. 


The damage done by the th- 
ousands of gallons of water us- 
ed to put out the blaze may 
prove to be as extensive as that 
done by the flames.

Kuwait reportedly holds Iranian immigrants 

TEHRAN, Aug. 29 (R). — The Kuwaiti authorities are holding 
105 I ranians and a motor boat for illegal entry, the newspaper 
Kayhan reported today. It said the boat’s skipper Abdul Hussein 
Jabbari and two crewmen were also arrested but they managed 
to flee and reported the incident to the Iranian authorities in Ab- 
adan. It did not say when the arrests were made. 

Israeli accused of spying for Egypt 

TEL AVIV, Aug. 29 (AFP). — A native-born Israeli who emigra- 
ted to the Unfted States five years ago was arrested here last 
week on suspicion of espionage, the newspaper Yedioth Aharonot 
reported today. Tb e paper said Mr. Yeochoua Feldman, 30, was 
picked up shortly after his flight landed from New York. He was 
suspected of haying contacts with the Egyptian secret service. 
Yedioth Aharoqot said Feldman had contacted the Egyptian Con- 
sulate in San Fhncisco a year ago in an effort to display some of 
his photography works in Egypt to serve “the cause of peace." 
It said the suspect, a talented photographer known to his Israeli 
friends as a pacifist, has been recruited into espionage activities 
after his initial contact.
